condition of things, the fact ia clear that in 
tho progress of events tho timo has come 
when such government is the imperative 
necessity required by all the varied inter- 
ests, public mid private, of those states. 
But it must not bo forgotten that only a 
local 
government 
which

the 
rights 


of nil, is a truo self-govqrnmoat. 


CIUIUCTKP. OF THE GOTERSMEXT. 


With respect to tho two distinct racc.i, 
hoao peculiar relations to each other have 


brought upon us tho deplorable complica- 
tions and perplexities) which exist in those 
states, it must be a government which 
guards tho interests of both races carefully 
md equally. 
It must bo a government 


which submits loyally aud heartily to tho 
Constitution and tho laws of tho nation and 
tho laws of the stales themsolvea, accepting 
ind obeying faithfully the whole Constitu- 
tion ap it is. ilestiug upon this sure and 
substantial foundation the superstructure of 
beneficent local governments can bo built 
up and not otherwise. 
In furtherance of 


such obedience- to tho letter and tho spirit 
of Iho Constitution, and in behalf of all that 
Its attainment implies, all so called party iu- 
:crests lose their apparent importance, and 
party Hues may well bo permitted to fade 
uto irisignificanco. 


AN IMTOHTANT QUESTION. 


Tho question wo havo to consider for the 


immediate welfare of thoso states of tho 
[luion is the question of goverumeut or no 
government, of general order aud all tho 
peaceful industries and tho happiness that 
jeloug to it, or a return to barbarism. It is 
a question in which every citizen of the na- 
;ion Js deeply interested, and with respect 
to which we ought not to be in ft partisan 
sense either republicans or democrats, but 
'ellow-citizons and fellow-men to whom tho 
nterests of a common humanity are dear. 
The sweeping revolution of tho entire labor 
system of a largo portion of our country and 
-ho advance of four millions of people from 
a condition of servitude to that of citizen- 
ship upon an equal footing with thoir form- 
er masters, could not occur without present' 
ng problems of the gravest moment, to be 
dealt with by tho emancipated race, by their 
former masters and by tho general govern- 
ment, the author of tho 
act 
of 
eman- 


cipation. That it was a wise, just and 
providential act fraught with good for nil 
concerned 
is 
now generally 
conceded 


throughout the country. That a moral ob- 
ligation rests upon tho national government 
to employ its constitutional power and influ- 
ence to establish the rights of tho people it 
has emancipated, and to protect them iu 
tho enjoyment of thoso rights when they 
are infringed or assailed, is also generally 
admitted. 


HOSESTLOOiL SELF GOVERNMENT. 


The evils which afflict iho Southern states 


can only bo removed or remedied by tho 
united and harmonious efforts of both races, 
actuated by motives of mntnal sympathy 
and regard, and while in d:ity bound and 
fully determined to protect tho rights of all 
by every constitutional means at tho dis- 
posal of my administration, I nm sincerely 
anxious to use every legitimate influocptf m 
favor of honest and efficient local solf- 
govornmeut as the true resource of those 
statfis for tho promotion of tho content- 
nii'iit and prosperity o? their citizens. In 
tho effort I nbnll mako to accomplish this 
purpose, I ask tho cordial co-operation of 
a!! who cherish an interest in the welfare of 
tho country, trusting that party lien nnd the 
prejudices of rnco will bo freely surren- 
dered iu hohalf of tho great purpono to bo 
accomplished 
in tho, Important work of

Southern States that it is my earnest deair 
to regard and promote their truest interest;- 
tho interests of tho white and of the coloro 
people, both and equally, and put forth m 
best efforts in their behalf of n civil polic 
which will forever wipe out in our politico 
affairs the color line and tlio distinction he 
twoon Nortti and South, to tho end that w 
may have not only a united North or a un 
tod South but a united country. 


CIVIL SERVICE EKFOttir. 


I ask the attention of the public to th 


paramount necessity of reform in our civ: 
service—n reform not merely aa to cert&i'j 
abuses and practices of so-called 
officia 


patronage, which hare come to have the 
sanction of usage iu tho several department 
of our government, but a change in the sys 
tern of appointments itself: a reform tha 
shall be thorough, radical and complete- 
return to the .principles nud practice?! o 
tho founders of tho government. 
They 


neither expected nor desired from publi 
officers any partisan service. 
They mean 


that public officers should owe their \vhol< 
service to the government and to tho peo 
pie. They meant that the officer should be 
secure in his tenure as long as his persona 
character remained un tarnished and the 
performance of his duties satisfactory 
They held that appointments to oflice wen 
not lo be made or expected merely a,s re 
wards for partisan services, nor merely ou 
the nomination of members of congress as 
being entitled in any respect to the contro 
of such appointments. Tho fact that both 
tho great political parties of tha country, in 
declaring their principles prior to the elec 
tiou, gave a prominent place to the subjecl 
of reform of our civil, service, recognizing 
and strongly urging its necessity in terms 
almost identical in their specific import 
with thoso I havo here.employed, must be 
accepted as a conclusive argument in bchali 
of these measures. 
It must be regarded 


as tho expression of Iho united voice am' 
will of the whole country upon this eub- 
joct, and both political parties are virtually 
pledged to give it their unreserved support. 
The president of the United States of neces- 
sity owes his election to office to tho suf- 
frage, and tho zealous labors of a politica 
party, tho members of which cherish, with 
irdor and regard as of essential importance 
:he principles of their parly organization; 
jut he should strive to be always mindful oi 
;he fact that he serves his party best who 
uorves the country best.

In furtherance of tho reform wo seek and 


iu other Important respects a change of 
*reat importance, I recommend nn amend- 
ment to the Constitution prescribing a term

With respect (o the financial couiUUon 


of the country I shall not attempt an ex- 
tended history of the embarrassment and 
irostrntion which wo have suffered durin_ 
ho past throe years.

n my letter of acceptance, that in my judg- 
ment tbo feeling of uncertainty inseparable

ts fluctuations of values is ouo of tho 
greatest obstacles lo r. return to prosperous 
.irnes. The only safe paper currency ia one 
which rests upon a coin oasis, nnd ia at nil 
imos end promptly convertible into coin. 


" ndhoro to tho views heretofore eiprcsacd 
>y mo, iu favor of Congresoioual loginlation 
n behalf of au early resumption of «pecie 
myrnent, and Ifttn satisfied not only that 
,his is suro, but that the interests, as well 
13 the public sentiment of ths country, ini- 
>eratively demand it. 


INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS. 


Passing from those remarks upon the con- 


dition of our own country to consider our re- 
atious with other lauds, we aro reminded 
iy the international complications abroad, 
hreateniug tho peace of Europe, that our 
raditional rule of non-interference in tho 
affairs of foreign nations has proved of great 
value in past times and ought to be strictly 
observed. 


TUB roLiov op AEBITIUTION. 


The policy inaugurated by my honored 
redecessor, President Grant, of submitting 
o arbitration grave questions in dispute be- 
weon ourselves and foreign powers, points 
o a now and incomparably tbo best instru- 
mentality for the preservation of pence, and 
will, as I believe, become a beneficent ex- 
imple of tho courao to ba pursued in eimi- 
ar emergencies by other nations. If un- 
lappily questions of difference should at 
ny time, during tho period of my adminis- 
ratlou, arise between tho United States and 
ny foreign government, it will certainly bo 
my disposition and my hope to aid in their 
ettlement in tho siuno peaceful and hpnorn- 
ilo way, thus securing to our country tho 
jreat blessings of peace and mutual good of- 
;cc3 with all tho nations of tho world.

fellow Citizens : Wo havo reached tho 


lose of a political contest marked by tho 
incitement which usually attends tha con- 
eats between great political parties, whoso 
members espouse and advocate with earnest 
uith their respective craede. 


Circumstances woro perhaps in no respect 


extraordinary, save in tho closeness and tho 
onsequent uncertainty of tho result. 
For 


bo first timo in tho history of tho country 
t has been deemed best, in view of the pe- 
uliar circumstances of tho case, that tha 
bjeotions and questions |n dispute with 
eferenpo to tlio1 counting of tho electoral 
otes should bo referred to tho decision .of n 
tribunal appointed for this purpose. That 
ribunal, established by law for this ^olo 
urposo, Ha members all of them men of 
ong established reputation for integrity 
md intelligence, nnd with tho exception of 
QOSO who aro tiiuo iiiBtuburs o* tlis nsproins 
udiciary, chosen equally from both political 
parties, its deliberations enlightened by tho 
eseaveh nnd tho arguments of able counsel, 
vna entitled to tho full out conftdouco of the 
\morican peoplo. Ho decisions have beon 
ationtly waited for nud accepted as legally 
onolufiivo by tho general judgment of tho 
ublio. For tho present, opinion will \vido- 
/ Vary an to tho wisdom of the several con- 
hihjonsannounced by that tribunal, 
Thia 


a to bo anticipated In evciy instance whero 
mttorfl of dispute Aro m ado tho subject of 
rhitrniion under tho forma of law. Human 


judgment is Lovor unerring, and is raroiy 
regarded an otherwise than wrong by iho 
ursuccoBfiful party in tho contest.

that two gront political parlies havo la thin 
wAy nettled n dtaputn In regard to which 
Rood men (Mur, on to the facts nnd Uio law, 
itfl IOAD than »a to tho proper cotirao to bo 
pursued in itolvlng tho question in contro* 
voruy, in an occasion for general rejoicing,

sentiment—that

flicting claims to the presidency must be 
amicably and peacsfully adjusted, and that 
when so adjusted tho general acquiescence of 
tho nation ought surely to follow. 


It has been reecrvcd for a government of 


tho people, where the right of suffrage is 
uuivereul, to give to the world tho first es- 
Binple in history of a great nation in the 
midst of a struggle of opposing parties for 
power, hushing its party tumults to yield 
the issue of tho contest to adjustment ac- 
cording to tuo forms of law.

Looking for the guidance of that divine 


hand by which tbo destinies of nations and 
individuals aro shaped, I call upon you Sen- 
ators, Representatives, Judges, follow citi- 
zens, hero and everywhere, to unite with 
me in an earnest

country tho blessing not only of material 
prosperity, but of justice, peace ami union 
—a union depending not upon tho cou&traints 
of force, but upon the loving devotion of a 
free people; that all things may bo so or- 
dered and settled upon tho best and fwrest 
foundation, the peace and happiness, trath 
find justice, religion and piety may bo es- 
tablished among us for all generations.
